‘Iy cannot be said that. the. supposed 
settlement of difficultios in China is very 
satisfactory, nor indeed is it apparent that 
anything has been done in the way of 
prevention of like troubles again. Yet it 
is clear that all sides’ are ‘practically tired 
out, and, somehow or other, if nothing 
externa] oecur to upset the tacit pact, that 
affairs may go on till the noxt. uprising 
much as usual, This seems to be the best 
that can be said, and meanwhile we con 
‘only hope that in the general. outcome of 
affaira we shall be permitted to live in peace 
and comparative quietness. [t is hot a 
great victory to boast of ; yet, we suppose it 
is somethirig to be. thankful for. If the 
‘course of affairs has taught the Powers 
something, it has apparently tought, the 
. ignorant crew who surround the central 
government of China that there are luxuries 
too high for it to grasp at, and that its idea 
of being able to live’ by itself and for 
itself is a. thing beyond its reach: . It has 
apparently aleo taught it that it cannot 
govern Chita from the west, and that to all 

. appearances the whole of China beyond the 
, bea-coast provinces is practically ‘unable to 
keep itself, much less to be able to dictate 
its will to the others. Hasianfu has. proved 
un utter failure, and so far from enabling 
the Dowagédr Taz’ut to be independent, it 
has actually’ emphasised the fact that the: 
Dowager.is more than ever a mere: pensioner 
~~-of the Yangtsze Viceroys. It is well known 
to those who have been’ making 2 study of 
Chinese economics, that: with the exception 
of’ Szechuen, for many “purposes ‘outside 
China, and never in harmony with the rest 
of the Empire, the west of China does not 
pay its own expenses and has to be kept 
* going: at ca cost ‘of the coast, provinces. 
Of course t! be voman who has been ossay- 
ing for years past to sway the Empiro 
has not troubled herself to examine into 
the. financial aspects of the. state. For 
* her it waa sufficient to express the dasire, 
and it was nothing to her where the money 
was to be found, that was the affair. of the 
provinces, The game ‘was a pleasant one 


vais long as it lasted, and next to the Dowager’ 


the person most responsible.wag Lr Hune- 
CHANG, who in the days before the Japan 
war wns foremost in pandering! to -her 
woman’s greed. - Of: late years there -have 
Deen vinequivocal gigns that the old milch- 


eunuchs and others who hed possession. ‘of 
the avenues of the Court did not: ‘fail: to 


{ sttribute: the failarg: to’ the, 


foreigners ‘and the foreign, trade. that. was 
sending the money out of the: ‘eountry:

| eble.proportions it was well known that the: 


Dowager Empress was’ plotting. to remove, 
her entourage to Haian.. To her Haian, was 
represented aa a place where all the delights | 
af Chiriese life were: to. be found, where 
the people were respectful, and where the 
Haian: she 
knew bad been, in the days | when China was 
8 light to the rest of the world, the seat. of 
Enmpire, and tradition spo of the delights 
and the luxuries of the court in those days 
and doubtlessoxaggerated the stories. Recent 
travellers in Shensi speak of the city as 
little ‘better than a heap ‘of ruing, and 
the adjacent country as relapsing to a 
desert. -The destruction of the trees, the 
result of centuries .of bad government, has 
iu Shensi reached its culmination, ‘and 
above all the provinces of China, Shensi is 
ithe most subject to famine. ‘It is netorious . 
that the population is yearly decreasing, 
and that nearly every year thousands within 
it die of fumine. ’ For the last twenty years 
these scourges have been “increasing, and. 
Shensi has been “alternately ravaged ‘by 
rebellion or decimated:;by famine. It 
remained for the Dowager to give it ils 
final blow.. The ordinary: demands on the 
productions of thevalley of the Wei were 
in excess of its capabilities, but ‘the ‘last 
blow. was struck when last autumn’ the 
Court flying from. Peking settled down like 
a flight-of locusts. The country produced 
little enough at the best of times for its 
ordinary inbabitauité: - Cut. off from the 
rest of, the Empire by impassable tracks, the 
Court:found itself at times almost without 
the uecesearies of life; the - old imperial 
buildings had long ugo vanished, and even 
the modern yamens wore for the most: part 
‘in ruins. It was little wonder that the 
presence. of the Emperor so far from 
introducing life into the deserted city was 
really the harbinger of ruin, and wassucceeded 
by 4 famine worse than even Shensi was 
accustomed to. Itis then no marvel that 
the Court is just as anxious now to return 
to Peking as it was bafore to leave it ; yet 
we should be deluding ourselves did we 
attribute this wish to return to auy im, 
proved feeling or to any regret ‘for the 
crimes of the past. Asa fact the Dowager 
is otill surrounded by the samo flatterora ‘as 
before the hegira from Peking. The pre- 
tended eunuch Lr Lren-yine is still: as 
dear to his -miistress as before, und the 
trusted couneillor is still the notorious 
Yuna Lv. More even than these sis the 
influence of Lu Cuvan-xin still in the 
foreground, sv that the old reactionary 
Wane WEnsHa0, 08 we were. accustomed 
to call him, has after a year of struggle and 
difficulty come to be looked upon as the 
apost& of progress. . : 

This is not much to boast of, yet it seems 
to reckon up the results of a year of foreign 
sfatesmanship. The question of China’ is 
evidently left for our successors to lick into 
some sort of tangible shape.” Doubtless it 
will be the making. of some. future states- 
man, and it is a comfort in this age: of per- 
fection to find that there is still: left’ for 
some of our followera an untrodden road to 
greatness.

_ ‘THE “PAK KONG" OPIUM CASE. 

Hia Worship delivered the following decision 
jn the cnse in which Captain Mason, master of 
the steamer Pak Kong, was chargod, on tho 
complaint of Mr. Spooner, head excise officer; 
with unlawfully: receiving on board the said 
ship, for importation and Ianding, 150-taale of: 
prepared opium, in contravention of Section 
3 of Ordinance 21 of 1891 -— = 

“Phe defendant waa summoned before mo 
under Section 33 of the Opium Ordinance, 1891, 
for that he, as master of the steamship Pak 


Kony did, on the 30th May, 1901, use the said |. 


ship forthe importation and Isnding of 150 
tavls of prepared opium. 

* Spetion 33 of the Opiim Ordinance, 1891 is 
as fallows :-— a, 

“Tf any ship ghall be used for the importation. 
landing, removal, carriage or conveyance of uny 
opium in contrayention of this Ordinance, tho 
master, ownors or agents thoroof shall be -lisblo 


to a penalty mot exceeding one thousand 


dollars. 

«+ An amount of aby such opium foud on 
board any such ship and exceeding, 

(a.) In the cane of any stoamship of 60 tons 

burden and upwards, Tls. 50 in weight, 

(b.) In the’ case of any steamship under, 60 

tons burden, Tis. 25 in weight, os 

(c.) In the case of ‘all othor ships, Tis. 10 in 

woight, 

shall be deemed evidouco of the ‘unlawful use of 
any such ship unless it be proved to the 
satisfaction of the Magistrate that’ every 
reasonable precaution had been taken to prevent 
the unlawful use of any xuch. ship, and that 
none ef the officers or their servants or any of 
the crew of euch ship wore implicated thorein.’ 

“T reserved the preliminary question as to the 
construction to be placeil'on the words found 
on board in this Section. ‘The cvideneo which 
was adduced by the prosecution as to the finding 
of the opium was to the offect that at 5 a.m. on 
the 30th May last, three and o half hours after 
the arrival of the steamehip Pak Kong, 9 cer- 
tain mon was seen on the gangway of the said 
Pok Kovg. He then came off the vessel 
and went through the gates of the wharf on to 
the Prays, ‘Lhere ho was arrested, and on his 
orson were found 30 tins of prepared opium, 
which woighed 15¢ tadls, . Although tho enalty 
imposed is werely a precuniary one, the Section 
is ofan exceedingly stringent nature, and in 
my opinion I ought to apply to it that 
paramount rule - which requires that’ every 
penul statute should be construed strictly. 
Tho actual finding on board is of . the 
oasence of ‘the Section, and it is not suffici- 
ent simply to prove’ that the opium came 
from off the vessel, I am moreover of opinion 
that the Legislature intended that the offence 
should bo restricted to casas of opium actually 
found ons ship, obviously to give the master of 
the said ship an opportunity: to exculpate 
himself, ; 

“My finding is stherofore for the defendant, 
and L order this summons to be dismissed.” 
ALLEGED BRIBERY OF A POLICE SERGEANT.

sontative samples of the rest of the goods in

thate burning liquid was running from the door., 
‘We gredually got the fixe upder, and in several 
places in the shop aliquid was burning on the 
water from the hose. We had great diffenlty 
in extinguishing the flamos from tho liquid. 
By Mr. Hastinge—Witness was ‘the first 
European fireman to arrive. ‘The piees of wood 
he had montioned was about ten or twelve feet 
long, ten or twelve inches broad, and about two 
inches thick. A tablo in the centre of the 
floor was. turned upside down, end one end of 
the beam was on the floor against the table, the 
other end against the door, about two fest 
high. The wood. allowed the door to be opened 
only .a few inches. Witness did not suggrst 
that one put the board there to prevent 
the door from ‘being opened; he only knew 
that it proved an obstacle to him. It wes 
possible, notwithstanding the position of the 
yrood, for any one to leave the shop by the 
front door. (Witness explained the procesa— 
a rery simple one. By placing the wood 


against » helf-opened door, the beam would |’ 


fall into position when the door was shut.) 
His Worship—Very simple indeed. :
